The President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers has appointed a 
committee of New England econ- 
omists to investigate and deter- 
mine what the Federal Govern- 
ment can do to help New England 
help herself. 


New England has become Eco- 
nomic Problem No. 2. 


While the Southerner will ex- 
perience a certain ironic amuse- 
ment in the news, any rejoicing 
would be falsely based. The na- 
tion took a long time to learn 
that a poverty-stricken South 
pulled down the national stand- 
ard. The Southerner will do well 
to keep in mind that while his 
own region now soundly is 
viewed as the great frontier of 
opportunity and expansion and 
continuing progress is being 
made, the lag is being whittled 
down with relative slowness. 


It will do the nation little good 
if, as is happening, New England 
slides down the economic hill as 
the South climbs it. 

We are, or must be, Americans 
first of all. 

Our greatest hope is a sound 
America to which all regions 
make an adequate contribution. 


New England 


The de-flowering of New Eng- 
land (to twist cruelly Van Wyck 
Brook’s well-known title) began 
in the last century when the cot- 
ton mills at last had the economic 
scales fall from their eyes and 
began to see that it made a lot of 
sense to have the mill adjacent to 
a cotton field. 

Economists, prying into the 
New England sickness, reveal a 
half-century decrease. New Eng- 
land made gains during the war, 
as did évery region, but her _rela- 
tive share of the economy has 
been declining. 

Here the Southerner is brought 
face to face with the harsh facts 
of life. In 1940 the New England 


- share of the national income was 


$1.26 for every dollar of income 
per person in the United States. 
(In the South it was about 55 
cents.) By 1949 the New England 
income share had slipped to $1.06 
—still relatively high as compared 
with that of the South, which 
went up to roughly 75 cents. 

There was no room for cbntent- 
ment in the South. If New Eng- 
land was slipping, it was even in 
decline far ahead of the Southern 
renaissance. The challenge for 
Dixie was to dig in all the harder 
and avoid the errors of the in- 
dustrial Northeast. 


Advantages 


In the Nineteenth Century New 
England led the nation in manu- 
facturing, shipping and finance. 
It possessed enormous competi- 
tive advantages. Today it mourns 
the fact it has “severe competi- 
tive disadvantages.” That is not 
true, in the sense implied. What 
the region means is that its arti- 
ficial advantages, accumulated by 
tariffs, interest rates and freight 
tariffs, have been somewhat re- 


. duced so that other regions are 


not entirely tied to the New Eng- 
land industrial kite by Federal

The 
pictures showed a long series of 
holes being drilled in the road and 
then covered with concrete caps. 
Obviously, all that would be 
necessary in an emergency would 
be to drop explosive charges in 
the holes and set them off. The 
explosives would tumble the 
highway into the Rhine at one 
of its narrowest points, possibly 
blocking the passage of river 
boats and almost certainly making 
the road impassable for a con- 
siderable time:

“on a few occasions” he gave se- 
cret government documents to 
Amerasia Editor Jaffe on a “loan” 
basis. He said Jaffé once “begged 
me” to let him make notes from 
a “very long-winded” document 
dealing-with Mao Tze-Tung, leader 
of the Chinese Communists. 

Larsen quoted Jaffe as saying: 
“This is very important. This has 
an important bearing on his per- 
sonality, as to whether he favors 
this or that.” Larsen said he loaned 
the document to Jaffe and later 
regretted it as “an indiscretion.” 

2. Larsen assailed the State De- 
partment security setup regarding 
secret documents. He said the fil- 
ing cabinets were no good, and 
that he once spent $10 out of his 
own pocket to buy locks for them.

Open criticism of Sen. McCar- 
thy’s conduct was voiced by Gov- 
ernors Earl Warren, of California, 
the 1948 Republican Vice Presi- 
dential nominee, and James H. 
Duff, of Pennsylvania. 

Gov. Dewey, of New York, the 


1948 Presidential nominee, replied 
with the singled word “mixed” 
when a reporter asked him, as 
titular leader of the party, his re- 
action to the course followed by 
the Wisconsin senator. He refused 
on the record, to interpret the 
word “mixed” but did talk about 
the issue off-the-record. 


Governors Warren and Duff 
made it clear that they did not 
think Senator McCarthy’s action 
had helped the Republican party 
in their states. Both divorced 
themselves from his course of 
conduct, while, at the same time, 
criticizing President Truman’s 
administration for failure to hold 
a bipartisan wholly objective in- 
quiry into subversive activities 
and other security problems con- 
fronting the nation. 


Gov. Warren, who had just won 
renomination and will face James 
Roosevelt in November, stepped 
squarely into the controversy over 
the McCarthy charges with the 
assertion that “I don’t think any 
good comes ‘from accusations of 
that kind unless there is an inten- 
tion of proving them under legal 
and Democratic processes.” 

“When it comes to convicting 
people for misconduct or destroy- 
ing reputation, I believe the fun- 
damental processes called for by 
the constitution and our laws are 
tremendously important,” the 1948 
Republican vice presidential nom- 
inee added. “I personally ‘don’t 
like to see blanket accusations 
against groups of individuals or 
individuals stand alone.” 


Gov. Duff also rapped Sen. Mc- 
Carthy for making “random blan- 
ket charges without specific data 
to back them up.” He agreed 
with Gov. Warren that the Tyd- 
ings subcommittee had not han- 
dled the job well and said that 
the Truman administration prop- 
erly was subject to criticism be- 
cause “it hasn’t come clean on 
the business of subversives in 
government.” Discussing Sen. 
McCarthy’s role, Gov. Duff said: 


“One of the things that has 
greatly disturbed me is that the 
accusations have not been suffi- 
ciently documented considering 
the geriousness of the charges.” 


Gov. Duff said he believed a 
major issue in Pennsylvania this 
fall would be the President’s ac- 
tion Friday in vetoing the basing 
point bill.

Power-Mad Planners

One of Boom 


WASHINGTON—Although 1948 was hailed as 
the peak year of the postwar boom, 1950 may 
prove to be even better. Steadily expanding, 

the American economy is moving forward on a sound and pros- 
perous basis. All but the most confirmed of the pessimists among 
us now appear to have taken to cover. Business is booming as 
it never boomed before. 

These are the findings to be taken from the various Government 
reports and the Federal Reserve Banks, made at the midway point 
of the year now with us. The outlook is pictured in hues of op- 
timism. It is reflected in the figures on rising employment, in- 
creased cOnsumer income, corporation profits, industrial production 
and consumer spending. Everything seems to be moving along 


handsomely. 
Trend Still Up So encouraging are the reports that Gov- 
ernment experts, usually cautious in pro- 
jecting economic conditions for more than six months in advance, 
now believe that the peacetime boom we are enjoying—probably 
the biggest in history—will continue for at least another 18 months. 
They base their predictions on the fact that production, income 
and employment—three of the prime factors in the national economy 
—are up from a year ago and are gaining. These indicators, it is 
believed, will continue to climb throughout 1951. 

Take the latest Department of Commerce report on personal 
income, for example. The figures, not including life insurance divi- 
dends paid former service men, climbed to an annual’rate of $212.8 
billion in April. That was.three billion dollars higher than the 
annual rate for last year. 

The department also noted that total wages and salaries, making 
up the great bulk of consumer spending power, were on the up- 
swing. In: April they rose to the annual rate of $136.7 billion, rep- 
resenting an increase of nearly two billion over the previous month. 

At the same time, the Labor Department reports further gains 
in employment. Some 2,778,000 more people are holding jobs than 
three months ago, and there are 1,627,000 fewer jobless men. The 
disparity comes from the number of eligible workers being turned 
out by the schools and colleges, a constantly increasingly supply 
to the national labor force. 

National output of goods and services in the first quarter of the 
year was at the annual rate of $264 billion, or about $7 billion 
higher than the rate for all of 1949—a good year by all standards. 


‘The Cunt From the rate we are going, it should not be long 


before we reach the goal set by President Truman 
for a national economy of $300 billion a year. Government econo- 
mists figure that when we reach that level we will be able to carry 


the huge deficit left over from the war and the depression years of 


the ’30s with greater ease, writing it off in time as a negligible fac- 
tor, The more money the people earn the more taxes the Govern- 
ment will collect at the same rates. It will make the tax burden 
easier to bear. 

Most of the experts now agree that there is a vast, proven 
strength underlying the national economy as it is operating today. 
While tensions are developing in some areas which officials are 
eyeing with apprehension, chances of a soaring inflation are dis- 
counted. The feeling is that we have passed through that phase of 
the postwar boom pretty well. 

The overall picture is that business is booming, and, according 
to an analysis made by the United States News and World Report in 
its current issue, “is back near or even above the 1948 highs.” The 
magazine goes on to say that industry is turning out goods at about 
the 1948 rate; trade, at retail, is above 1948; incomes are at a new 
high, while building continues to break all past records in dollar 
volume and automobile sales are “phenomenal.” 

Add to tnat the rising stock market, reflecting the greater earn- 
ings of corporations and the renewed,confidence the investing public 
has gained, and you have the full picture. Also contributing to the 
general optimism is the plan of business concerns to increase their 
outlays for plant expansion. Plans of American business for spend- 
ing on new plants and equipment have been revised upward twice 
this year and are now running at a*high rate. This is always a 
good sign, indicating the growing demand for goods. : 

We are back almost to that goal of 60,000,000 jobs which we 
actually achieved a couple of years ago and we are making steady 
progress toward the goal of a $300 billion national economy. Future 
events may show that 1948 was not the boom year peak of the 


. postwar period, but only the beginning.

4 Something Sour About Milk 


WASHINGTON—There used to be a congressman from New York who was a 
physician and also a rabid anti-prohibitionist. Shortly before repeal, while the law- 
givers were debating the question of what legally could flow down the human gullet, 
he lugged into the chamber three quarts of Grade-A milk. In his other arm, ten- 
derly, he carried three bottles of iced beer. He uncorked one of the milk bottles, 


sniffed the contents, frowned, and said: “Cow juice; awful stuff.” 


Next he un- 


plugged one of his beer jugs, allowed a little foam to splash on the congressional mahogany, and 
took a short swig. A smile, angelic in quality, spread across his lips. “Ah,” he said, with. feeling. 


Then he undertook to prove to his fellows 
(and a wide-eyed Othman, who was a good deal 
younger then) that from any standpoint beer is a 
better beverage than milk. More nourishing, he 
said. More vitamins. More sanitary. Far more 
fit for the human body, he added, than that— 
ugh—milk, a bottle of which he knocked onto 
the carpet in a gesture of distaste. Upon the 
Statesmen he made a deeper impression than he, 
ever knew. 


He died soon after prohibition was re- 
pealed, but his lecture on the merits of beer 
has remained green in the memories of Wash- 
ingtonians for almost 20 years. The way they 
guzzle beer is enough to break a Holstein’s 
heart. Kind of makes the Senators from the 
cow country unhappy, too. 


So now we've got hearings under way by 
the Senate agriculture subcommittee of Sen. Guy 
M. Gillette (Dem., Iowa), on what’s the matter 
with the milk business across the country. The 
cows are producing milk as never before, but 
the people aren’t drinking it the way they ought. 
The Senators chose Washington, D. C., as horrid 
example No. 1. There happens to be a milk driv- 
ers’ strike here at the moment and nobody much 
fs getting milk delivered, except the prisoners 
in the city jail, but the Senators are ignoring 
that. They are taking the long view. 

Sen. George D. Aiken (Rep.) of the Vermont 
@Gairy district said he believed the high cost of 


milk (it’s 20% cents per quart) had a good 
deal to do with the unusual consfimption of li- 
quor in the capital. The milk men in the hot 
seat said they wouldn’t know. 

The Senator said the official figures showed 
that on an average every Washingtonian each 
day drinks five-tenths of a pint of milk. And 
every man, woman, and child in town gulps dur- 
ing that same day six-tenths of a pint of beer 
and wine. 


What riled the senators even more is the 
fact that prisoners in the local calaboose 
drink milk from the Chestnut Farms-Chevy 
Chase Dairy at 10% cents per quart. A house- 
wife living across the street from the jail has 
to pay nearly twice that to feed her baby 
with the same milk from the same dairy 
in the same bottle. The senators demanded, 
how come? 


J. W. McCarthy, representing the dairy that 
sells milk to the jail, said that was under con- 
tract. And when he delivers milk to institu- 
tions under contract the dairy farmers sell it to 
him for $3.50 per 100 pounds. For milk con- 
sumed by babies, he continued, the farmers de- 
mand $6.00 per 100-weight. 

This esoteric pricing of milk brought on a 
heated and complicated argument, which we'll 
have to skip because I took the late congress- 
man’s advice. I had a bottle of that fine, nourish- 
ing beer in the House restaurant.

I don’t know how this feature is doing at the box 
office, but if I owned the movie studio that produced it and didn’t 
clean up I'd nail the front door shut. 

“The Next Voice You Hear.”—This strange and provocative 
ehunk of film was produced by Dore Shary who less than two years 
ago took over the wobbly MGM lot and got the kinks out of its legs. 
Production-wise, “Voice” is as unpretentious as an Italian movie—I 
understand it was brought in for about $400,000, which is peanut- 
brittle money in Hollywood. Yet it has been booked into the Radio 
City Music Hall—the first quickie ever to crash its platinum pre- 
cincts—and the smart talk is that it will wind up with plenty of 
cash and comment. 

“Voice” delineates, in terms of the family next door, what would 
happen if God were to go on the radio and present His case for 
decency and kindness to the world. As a one-shot on video, I doubt 
if this theme, played by a cast of unknowns, would find either. 
sponsor or audience, but with the Metro boodle-bag behind it it 
figures to reach at least a hundred million people around the world 


and do a lot of them plenty of good....

For the poor would-be gardener with sand in his sneakers, callouses in his 
hands and rust, blight and hoof and mouth disease on his horticulture, this is the 
season when the allure of the seed catalogue begins to pall. It is also the season 
when that little blooming gem, Plaza Park, is just a mite more than an amateur 

: S. can stand. For one who has dedicated the best years of his life to nursing a 
Se ~—Ssppassel of petunias through distemper, the seasonal garden show that unfolds in 
that thin layer of dirt suspended over the cinders and smoke of the railroad tracks, is almost unen- 


durable. 

Just think, little more than a year ago that 
park was nothing but fumes of commerce and a 
gleam in -the Mayor’s eye. Now, in addition to the 
constant turnover in tulips and pansies, camellias, 
azaleas and the like, there is a young but suitably 
lichened elm, thefe is a peach tree to mark the 
beginning of Peachtree Street, and there are 11 
stately-like, ancient-looking magnolia trees carry- 
ing on like all the magnolias in every Southern 
novel since the days of Augusta Evans Wilson. 
Along with the gardenias they perfume the air so 
it’s said to be practically impossible for office 
workers in the neighborhood and weary traveling 
men quartered in the Kimball House to Keep their 
minds on their business this Spring. 


The man who is tactless enough to flaunt 
this flawless perfection in the face of grubby 
old would-be gardeners who have nothing 
but dirt and dreams on their side, is Land- 
scape Architect W. L. Monroe, of 1896 
Monroe Dr. 


Needless to say, when the Mayor conceived 
the idea of covering up the railroad tracks with 
an array of grass and flowers, landscape archi- 
tects’ didn’t tumble over one another trying to 
get the contract. Mr. Monroe himself was not 
eager to grow posies on top of trains. But be- 
cause his son, Bill Monroe, Jr., was newly grad- 
uated from the University of Georgia’s School of 
Landscape Architecture, agd home in the family 
business, he was emboldened to take on the job. 

Bill, Jr., has been practically in charge of the 
project and it’s fortunate that Georgia’s landscape 
department has recently become foremost in the 
country because it equipped him to handle some 
unique problems in gardening. Most people have 
to worry about moles under their lawns. In Plaza 
Park, it’s switch engines that create a subter- 
ranean upheaval. 

Some folks worry about exotic Phoenician 


_ blights on their blossoms. In Plaza Park it’s salt 


burns on the lawn from peanuts fed the pigeons. 

Cut worms may take off your prize blooms. 
In Plaza Park only drunks dare to take a flower. 
(“Two tulips, a pink ’un and a yellow ’un, cost a 
feller $27 one night,” reported Park Policeman 
J. A. Kelly. “I told him a florist would have 
sold him a nice bouquet for that.’’)

have been pleasantly surprised at the way nature 
has taken hold in that man-made garden spot. 
To begin with, they haul in tons of top soi] from 
a forest area north of Chamblee. Under each 
magnolia tree they have a five or six-foot pocket 
of good earth, fortified semi-annually with shots 
of bone meal and a nitrogen-rich fertilizer. 


They have lost only one tree, an elm, of all 
those planted, and Gardener Cecil J. Poss reports 
that the dead carcass of that tree will serve as 
a trellis for morning glories and other flower- 
ing vines this Summer. Next Winter it will be 
replaced with another elm or maybe a dogwood. 

“It really presents about the same problems 
as a roof garden,” explains Mr. Monroe. “We 
don’t have much earth but we don’t need much. 
The Chinese, you know, grow magnolias in urns. 
It keeps ’em small but in a park like this one to 
keep the proper balance you want ‘em small.” 

Maggie, the peach tree which marks the line 
where Whitehall Street stops and Peachtree be- 
gins, surprised everybody in the Spring by bloom- 
ing white. 

“She won't bear,” predicts Officer Kelly, “but 
she kept everybody talking with them white 
flowers. 


The park requires the daily ministrations 
of Officer Kelly, who doubles as tidy-upper, 
and weekly service from a crew from Mon- 
roe nursery. Right now they are pulling up 
the pansies and moving the tulips to make 
way for a Summer show of 1,000 flowers. 


And during the long, hot afternoons shoppers 
and downtown workers and dwellers will gather 
on the benches, just out of reach of the lawn- 
sprinklers and Well within the fragrance of the 
gardenias. Country people will meet their friends 
there. Mothers will rest their weary feet and 
turn the children loose on the grass. And that 
sun-tanned, bare-to-the-waist lad who will rush 
up and greet them is the park’s unofficial host, 
five-year-old Jimmy Randolph, who technically 
lives in the Kimball House with his parents, but 
who actually considers the park his private do- 
main. 

For all of this—the planting and the upkeep 
for a year—the City has contracted to pay the 
Monroes $20,000. Try that on your flower box. 


Police State 


This is the first of a series of dispatches on Czechoslovakia by a correspondent of The New 
~York Times and The Atlanta Constitution, who recently left that country to avoid possible arrest 


on false espionage charges. 


_ VIENNA—The little republic called Czechoslovakia, which got her hopeful start in the United 
States during World War I and over which the people of the United States shed ineffectual tears at 
the time of Munich, is today a republic only in form. The Communists who seized power 28 months 
ago now call it a “People’s Democracy” in public and a “Dictatorship of the Proletariat” in their inner 


councils, 


For people outside the Communist orbit who, 
all their lives, have taken relative political free- 
dom and personal security for granted, the dread- 
ful means of the phrase is difficult to appreciate. 


It is difficult also for the casual visitor to 
Prague (of whom there are fewer and fewer). 
When he enters the office of a business asso- 
ciate he can scarcely realize the desk in the 
corner is empty because the secretary ‘who oc- 
cupied it was arrested last week, or that the girl 
at the opposite desk is the police spy who de- 
nounced her and who will shortly make a report 
to the police on the visitor’s conversation with 
the manager. 

As likely as not the manager does not know 
the identity of the police spy in his office and is 
desperately but very discreetly trying to get that 
information. 


None of this will the visitor discover. 
People do not talk freely in Czechoslovakia 
these days, especially not to foreigners. If 
they do, the visitor must consider whether by 
any chance he is dealing with a provocateur. 


You have to stay around and get to know 
people before you feel the situation—feel sick 
and weak when you learn someone you know 
has been arrested, nauseated by a note summon- 
ing you to a police station, angered every time 
you see one of those unmistakable men in brown 
leather coats (the STB—the Czechoslovak secret 
police). 

My wife and I were there for nine months, 
spaced out between the middle of April last year 
and May 31 this year. Somewhere, I often felt, 
I had seen this before. It was in Nazi Germany 
where I was correspondent for the two years 
ended in October, 1940. 

The chief objects of police persecution under 
the Nazis, with their racism, were the Jews. Un- 
der the Communists, with their class warfare, it 
is the bourgeoisie—in effect, everyone who had 
independent economic existence, who was some- 
thing or had something in the old days. 

In neither case, however, was or is the legal-

ized police terror confined to the Pariah groups. 
The entire populace is covered by a network 
formed by the secret police and supplemented by 
informers among party members and others in 
key positions, such as janitors, waiters and secre- 
taries. 


The difference between the Nazi and Commue- 
nist police systems is that the latter is more come 
plete. It invades the lives of more individuals 
more deeply. 


It invaded the day before my departure when 
I was mentioned in the indictment of 13 Czecho- 
slovaks as a contact man for an underground 
group engaged in espionage and plotting to over- 
throw the government. Since I had been nothing 
of the kind, one might suppose that I, as an ace 
credited correspondent, would protest to the min- 
istry of information or to the foreign office. And 
as a matter of form I did so by telephone before 
departing. 

It was quite useless, of course, since the Com- 
munist officials of those ministries are as power- 
less and fearful in any matter concerning the po- 
lice as are the ordinary citizens. Probably more 
so, since last October when Dr. Evzen Klinger, 
head of the foreign office press department, and 
Dr. Knsta, head of the ministry of information 
in the foreign department, disappeared. For a 
while their colleagues said they were sick. Now 
they just shrug. It is believed their illnesses are 
suspected cases of Trotskyism. 


My protest would have been addressed more 
appropriately to the new Ministry of National 


Security, headed by Ladislav Kopriva, which, 


like the Ministry of the Interior, which formerly 
controlled the police, is completely unapproach- 
able by anyone except the highest Communist 
officials. 


To illustrate the point: 

Last year when I had trouble getting a re- 
entry visa I asked an official of the foreigners’ 
police who it was that issued the authorizations. 
I wanted to see the man. “Authorizations come 
to us from the ministry,” he explained. “I do 
not know who issues them.”

BOSTON, June 15 — Tooth- 
picks and bobby pins, if im- 
properly used, can be a serious 
threat to dental health! 

Toothpicks are usually made 
of hardwood, such as. birch or 
maple. Softwood is avoided by 
manufacturers because it tends 
to fuzz and splinter, shedding 
slivers in the mouth when used. 
These slivers may remain in the 
mouth and become imbedded in 
the gum tissue, causing serious 
trouble. 

Pyorrhea, or infected gums, 
usually attacks the gum mar- 
gins in areas which nave become 
inflamed and irritated by a 
toothpick. This can lead to seri- 
ous bone damage as well as 
——— and infected gums. 

metimes a piece of toothpick 
breaks off and becomes impact- 
ed between the teeth. This is 
very uncomfortable, and usual- 
ly requires a dentist’s attention 
before the sliver is successfully 
removed. 

Pyorrhea pockets, which even- 
tually result from the unwise 
use of these modern chips of 
pocket lumber, can lead to a 
toxic mouth condition, indiges- 
tion, and generalized bodily dis- 
ease — artritis; heart disease 
and focal infections. 

The proper method for remov- 
ing a food particle from between 
the teeth is to use a good brand 
of dental floss. This is the 
waxed thread available at all 
drug and department stores. 
Your dentist will be glad to 
give you instruction on its prop- 
er use. 

A simple homemade device 
for opening bobby pins is to 
place as many pins as are need- 
ed for the hairdo around the 
rim of a drinking glass. With 
the flat side of the bobby pin 
facing the inside of the glass, 
one can pick off each bobby pin 
~—-already open—and the teeth 
need not be used.

And Smoking 


Deficiency 


One-fourth of the individuals 
with stomach trouble or diges- 
tive disturbances attributable to 
smoking have excessive acidity 
and one-fifth of them have sub- 
acidity, that is, not enough acid 
in the gastric juice for good di- 
gestion. 

Years ago Dr. Irving Gray re- 
ported a large series of cases in 
which most of the symptoms and 
signs of stomach or duodenal 
(peptic or gastric) ulcer were 

but X-ray films re- 
vealed no ulcer. The cause of 
the trouble in such cases was 
smoking, and only cessation of 
smoking brought about lasting 
relief or cure of the “ulcer.” 

Im many cases of peptic ulcer 
in which the X-ray findings con- 
firm the diagnosis the patients 
enjoy great clinical improve- 
ment when or jf they stop smok- 
ing, and derive little benefit 
from dieting and other remedial 
measures as long as they con- 
tinue smoking. : 

The way to find out whether 
your stomach trouble will get 
better when you quit smoking 
is simple enough: Quit smok- 
ing. That's the therapeutic 
test. It is not a fair test to re- 

frain from smoking for a day 
or a week or a month. Nor 
does it matter whether it takes 
24 hours or 24 weeks to “get 
the nicotine out of your sys- 
tem” for there is no nicotine 
in the system for more than 
an hour or two after the last 
smoke or chew anyway. 

Getting the nicotine out of 
your system is easy enough—re- 
frain from smoking or chewing 
for 12 to 24 hours. But arresting 
and, if possible, reversing the 
degeneration of cells, tissues and 
organs due to prolonged intoxi- 
cation by tobacco or tobacco 
smoke is the serious question 
for the victim of tobaccoism. 

The stomach troubles already 
mentioned are common com- 
plaints of persons who smoke too 
much, and the heart and artery 
manifestations of CVD (cardio- 
vascular degeneration) are prob- 
ably next to the stomach trou- 
bles in frequency in excessive 
smokers. Third in frequency, I 
think, are ailments of throat and 
bronchi. 

The subacidity of smokers 
probably predisposes to nutri- 
tional deficiency in more ways 
than one. It lowers their ca- 
pacity to assimilate calcium, for 
one thing, and calcium deficien- 
cy is almost inevitable anyway 
if the consumption of milk or 
milk products such as cheese 
equivalent to a minimum of 1% 
pints (three glasses) a day. 

I believe there is a kind of 
vicious circle involvell here. 
That is, calcium deficiency and 
other nutritional deficiences 
from which most Americans 
subsisting on refined food suf- 
fer, give rise to vague hanker- 
ing or desire for the vitamins 
and minerals which refined 
food fails to supply in suffi- 
client amounts, and the indi- 
vidual with this ‘hidden hun- 
ger” tries to satisfy the desire 
by smoking or drinking. 

The smoking lowers his or her 
capacity to assimilate even the 
limited amount of calcium that 
is present in denaturized food, 
and the calories he or she gets 
from alcohol serve the immedi- 
ate demand and lessen the need 
and the appetite or desire for 
real food which.would yield not 
only calories but vitamins, min- 
erals, building and repair ma-., 
terial and material for growth 
and development. 

The vitamins and minerals in 
which the ordinary everyday 
diet of most of us is defie‘-nt are 
thiamine, riboflavin, D, calcium, 
phosphorus and iodine. In the 
pamphlet Young Folks and Old 
Folks, mailed on written, signed

Noise Drives You Crazy 


Science hasn’t discovered yet what kind of a noise 
bothers oysters. But the experts know what noises irri- 
tate humans. The answer is: any noise at all, when 


there’s enough of it. 


Sometimes, of course, we are conscious of the noises 
that bother us, at other times we are not. But, says the. 
scientist, whether we realize it or not, noise—most of it 
preventable—just isn’t healthy. 


Medical experiments show 
that noise where we work, 
where we live and sleep, and 
while we travel to and from 
work, can cut down our effi- 
ciency, impair our peace of 
mind, health and comfort. 
Noise, they say, brings loss of 
sleep, tired nerves and poor 
digestion. 

Decibels are easier to un- 
derstand by comparison than 
by definition. For example, an 
ordinary conversation averages 
40 decibels. Normal noises in 
a business office will combine 
to create a noise that measures 
50 decibels. A noisy office often 
hits 70 decibels. 


The rustle of leaves in a gen- 
tle breeze measures 18 decibels. 
A whisper five feet away 
amounts to 25 decibels. That 
loud radio next door probably 
registers 65 decibels or more. 
An automobile horn blasted at 
you from a distance of ten feet 
jumps the count to 120 decibels, 
hurts your ear, and probably 
makes you mad. Unfortunately, 
the decibel machine doesn't 
register when it’s exposed to 
loud Christmas neckties. 


Contrary to popular belief, we 
never completely adjust our 
physical, mental or nervous 
mechanisms to noise. No matter 
how familiar a repeated sound 
it never passes un- 
heard. Even when asleep, we 
“hear” sounds entering our bed- 


- rooms for they register on our 
* minds and cause unnecessary 
; mental activity. 


Occupational deafness is be- 
coming more and more common, 
As our cities become noisier, 
there’s more deafness among 
road builders, bus and taxi 
drivers, printers and traffic po- 
licemen, Organizations of em- 
ployers and insurance groups 
now are analyzing this hazard 
and beginning to develop con-

The Pian of Improvement as 
presented by the Loval Govern- 
ment Commission calls for a re- 
grouping of the functions of At- 
lanta and Fulton County accord- 
ing to their founding purposes.
